They also feel an independence 
which they can't feel at the 
hospital.

physical therapy. Homebound 
patients, patients requiring skil- 
led treatment or rehabilitative 
treatment are qualified to have 
home health care upon their 
physicians' orders for home 
health care.

It is like «ne good old days 
where the clinics traveled to the 
patient’s home and not the other 
way around, .

He enjoys this 
area and plans to stay here for a 


good long time.
